wherein Wee were the moze vigilant , fo2 that the danger was viſible of ſpzeading and 
diſperſing the contagious Jutfection of the Plague ouer the whole Kingdome by thoſe wans 
dering perſons, who hane neither care of themſelues no2 others , which Dur admo- 
nition w2ought good effect in moſt parts of this Pur Kingdome , vnttill by a libertie 
taken by that looſe ſazt of people , vnder colour of ſeeking Wozke in the time of Harueſt, 
the conſtant execution of thoſe Lawes was interrupted , and by that occaſion many of 
thoſe Uagrants are returned to their wonted diſſolute courſe of wandering and begging, 
anainſt whom there cannot bee held a hand ſtrictand ſenere enough. 

vuaherefoze, the Harneſt beingnoW ended, and ſo all pzetence of erctiſe taken away, and 
the danger of that Contagion which fozmerly th:eatned this Land, not being yet ceaſed ; 
wee out of Dur Pzincely care and Pzoutdence koz the ſafety and pzoſperitie of Dur good 
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and louing Dubiects, by the like aduice of Pur Pzinte Councell, haue thought fic to re- 
new Our fozmer Pzoclamation, and Royall command in that behalfe. 

And doe therekoze hereby traitly charge and command, that Our fozmer Pzoclama- 
tion of the date afozeſayd, in all the parts thereof, and the Lawes and Statutes hereto- 
foze made and ſtandingin fozce foz the relieuing of the pooze and impotent, and foz the pu- 
nilhing , ſupp:eſſing, and ſetling of the Sturdy Rogues and Uagabonds, wandering vn- 
der the ſeuerall names of Souldters , Yariners, Glaſſe- men, Pot-men, Þedlers, Pettt- 
Chapmen, Conyſkin-men, Tinkers, oz any other pzetences whatſoeuer , bee duely put 
in execution. 

And u9ce doe hereby declare, like as wee did by Qur fozmer P2oclamation , that who- 
foeuer (ſhould bee found remiſle oz negligent in the execution of the pzemiſſes, o2 any part 
thereof , ſhall bndoubtedly receiue (uch deſerued puniſhment fo2 their offences, as by the 
Lawesof this Our Realme, oz by Our Pzerogatine Royall, can with inſtice bee inflicted 
bpon them, 

And ce further let them knowe, that howſoener Wee are graciouſly plealed at this 
time to admoniſh onely, and not topunilh ſtrictly thoſe fozmer omiſſions , yet hereafter they 
mult not expect the like fauour , but refolne to continue a ſtrict and conſtant courſe in the due 
exccution of thole Lawes, as cueryone his ſcucrall place will anſWere the neglect there-
